Dear , I am on a nieMt sn , ft 

at switchboard, so am taking this 
chance of dropping you a line. 

Everything here is going along fine; 
the weather Is perfect once more. The 
sky Is cloudless. To-day I had (the 
afternoon, to be exact), off, so with 
four others I went down to the stream 
for a swim, and it was a huge suc- 
cess. It was a bit cold, but we felt 
in the pink after it. On the way down 
we were very much surprised to see a 
civic newsboy selling yesterday's pa- 
per just near our old battery position. 
While we were down there we bought 
out a few canteens. 

Since my last letter our battery 
has moved up further. We are liv- 
ing jn the old place, and going up to 
the new position in shifts when we 
are on duty. Wo find we can sleep 
better in the old place. • 

Jack Nutter (my side kick),, and I 
have been doing extensive repairing 
on our dugout, and we have a jake 
little place now. 

The druwing room is about seven 
by seven, and | s arranged like the 
old street cars. It has benches of 
earth three feet high on either side, 
with a passage down the middle. The 
floor Is about four feet below the level 
of the trench. There are spacious 
cupboards. 

The bedroom is the same as the 
last, with the blankets rolled down 
the benches. It Is built right into a 
communication trench, where It Joins 
the main trench. (This place is called 
Piccadilly Circus, while our place is 
Regent St.). And the walls of the 
trench form the walls of our dugout. 
The ends are made of sandbags. The 
roof Is made of corrugated iron and 
rubber sheets. 

Wo have all modern conveniences. 
Running water right In our dugout 
every time it rains. Tho rat hunting 
Is hard to beat, and smaller game 
abound. 

Yesterday I was at one of our new 
O. P.'s, and we had a lovely time 
lying out In the sun on real grass, 
which last Is a minus quantity around 
here.

; An entirely new departure from the 
usual order In the programme of the 
University Sports will be the inter- 
faculty relay race. Judging by the 
comments which were Heard about tho 
Campus yesterday, it meets with the 
approval of all. Instead of dividing 
the mile Into four periods of 440 
yards, as Is usually done. It will be 
divided into such periods as wiil give 
both the sprinters and the half-mll- 
ers an equal chance. Two" men from 
each team will run 220 yards each, 
one man from each will run 440 yards, 
and one from each will do 880 yards. 
Bill Donnelly Is looking after the for- 
mation of a team from the Medical 
faculty; Dan Sutherland will pick 
tho Science men, while M. Leavltt will 
form a team from Arts. As the men 
will be chosen from those who make 
the best showing at the practices, all 
the men Interested are asked to turn 
out at the Stadium this afternoon.

M T. K. Crossfiejd, "13, Gave In- 
formal Description of Min- 
ing in Chile. 



The first meeting of the McGill 
Mining Society was held last night In 
the Mining Department Lecture Boom. 
Mr. T. K. Crossfield, '13, gave an In- 
formal description of mining work in 
Chile and Bolivia. In addition he nar- 
rated ( many interesting incidents 
which happened en route from New 
York to this field via the Panama, 

One of the most Interesting features 
at this point was the coaling facili- 
ties at Colon, near the Atlantic end ot 
the Canal. Ships' bunkers are filled 
at 'the rate of 1,200 tons per hour at 
this station. 

The exports of copper and nitrate 
from these South American Republics 
have been tremendous, and with this 
prosperity the construction of harbours 
and cities provides a field for en- 
gineering skill of every description. 

Mr. Crossfield particularly empha- 
sized the need in this new field for 
men of the most versatile training — 
namely, McGill mining graduates. 

Mr. A. D. Swan, of the Montreal 
Harbour Commission, was present, 
and gave a short description of his 
experience In railway and harbour 
construction in the western coast of 
South America. Mr. Swan's remarks 
also pointed out the need for engi-

"The monuments of all early lit- 
eratures." said Sir William,' "have a 
charm and interest particularly their 
own, and among them all there are 
none which have a moro Interesting 
and' a more mysterious place than the 
Homeric poems. They are the first 
creation of the genius of that mar- 
vellous race, which wrought out for 
Itself tho various forms of poetry, and 
then of proso composition, and thus 
laid down the lines along which lat 
er literature was mainly to grow, 

'But In .addition to this;" added 
the Principal, "they are our only lit 
erary authorities for tho circumstan- 
ces and conditions of an ago which 
long preceded the era of recorded 
history. Apart from Homer, tho So 
cial Life, the Polity, the Religion, the 
Moral Ideas, and tho Material Con 
ditions of that "half mythical time, 
would have been known to us if 
known at all, only by laborious pro 
■jeases of Inference." 

Sir William then said that we 
should have to depend oh archaeologi- 
cal discoveries, and on tho compara 
tlvo study of customs and traditions 
were It not for the Iliad and the 
Odyssey. Quoting some ono who was 
accustomed to relievo the cares of 
9tàte by a systematic study ofHomer. 
Sir William said that to pass from 
Homer to the ordinary business of tho 
world was for him "to step out of a 
palace of enchantment Into the cold 
,'ray light of a polar day." The Homeric 
Age was the childhood of the West- 
rn world, and have nil the freshness, 
simplicity, beauty and charm, which 
tve associate with those early days of 
■umshlne and open air. Custom fur 
:lshed in those days the rule of life 
when God born Kings were looked on 
is the fathers of their peoples who 
Ived contentedly under their protec- 
tive care. 

The mythology of the Greeks aban- 
doned some of the grosser forms of 
the Eastern Mythology. 

"The longing of the heart." said the 
Principal, "which prompted man to 
endeavour to define his relation to 
the agencies he saw at work around 
him had developed Into' the personi- 
fication of the various objects of the 
earlier Nature-worship." The Greeks 
itolfled the forces of nature, and 
through the legends which grew out of 
such materials the Homeric poems 
have a fixity which otherwise they 
would not have attained. The Prin- 
cipal then referred to the relations of 
the gods with man in the Homeric 
age, relation 'which Indicates a sim- 
ple faith In the dlvlno nearness and a 
relief In the Interested part which 
the gods took in the affairs of men. 
The poetical embodiments of local 
tradition produced the national epic 
In the different countries. The min- 
strels who sang of heroic deeds were 
In fact the historians of those early 
times. The Principal then cited sev- 
eral parts from the Iliad and Odyssey. 
Homer's claim to be the founder of 
the art of epic poetry rests on the 
fact that it was his creative and con- 
structive genius that first took the 
step from the short lay to the con- 
tinuous poem, and so gave artistic 
form to' materials which In part lay 
ready to his band. 

"Everyone knows," said the Princi- 
pal, "that the plot alike of the Iliad 
and of the Odyssey, turns on the 'tale 
of the Troy divine.' That tale has 
many points in common with a fairy 
tale, but the traditions which it em- 
bodies could hardly have arisen with- 
out a basis of historical fact. Homer 
did not invent it, any more than he 
Invented the mythology of which I 
have spoken. Some contest between 
rival peoples dwelling on opposite 
sides of the Aegean Sea undoubtedly 
occurred In early times. It was the 
forerunner of the great strife be- 
tween East and West narrated by Her- 
odotus, and may be said also to have 
prefigured that later struggle of the 
Middle Ages when the chivalry of Eu- 
rope banded together to rescue the 
Holy Sepulchre from infidel hands." 

The Principal then gave a vivid de- 
scription of the historic background of 
the Iliad and Odyssey, and in a brief 
way presented a wonderful sketch of 
these two epics. Many beautiful 
lines were recited by Sir William, and 
a few scenes of exquisite beauty and 
touch were given. "There Is no more 
touching scene in poetry," the Prin- 
cipal said, "than that in which the 
aged King Priam makes his peti- 
tion to Achilles for the body, of his 
vanquished son Hector, 'Bethink thee 
godlike Achilles of thy father that Is 
of like years with me, on the grievous 
pathway of old age. . . . Lo, I am 
yet moro miserable than he, and have

Dear Mr. Editor: With reference to 
the vacancy of the Presidency in the 
Arts Undergraduate Society, and the 
coming elections, I wish to take the 
liberty and contradict some rumours 
which have emanated from certain 
sources, partly on account of the ig- 
norance of some and of the intention 
on the part of others to create trou- 
ble in the said faculty. 

I understand that several of my fel- 
low students have nominated me for 
the position . of the Presidency. Sev- 
eral others, however. Instead of, us- 
ing their right of nominating their 
own elect, have resorted to the none 
too commendable act of spreading 
around the rumour that I am not 
eligible to the position because I re- 
present the Faculty in the Students' O 
Council. I wish to refer these gen- 
tlemen to the constitution of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society, which reads 
follows: 



ALL HANDS ON DECK. 



In to-day's issue of the "Daily" there is inserted a notice of the 
annual meeting of the Students' Society in the Union at five o'clock. 
It seems a strange thing that it Bhould he necessary to add to the 
announcement words of exhortation to the students to turn up in 
force, yet such is the case. Time and again, in other years, have 
meetings of the Students' Society been called for a certain date, only 
to be postponed on account of a lack of attendance sufficient to con- 
stitute a quorum. • v 

The Students' Society of McGill is a self-governing body, and 
the members of the Students' Council are elected as the representa- 
tives of the undergraduate body as a whole. At this annual meet- 
ing the budget of the Society will be presented by the secretary 
of the Council, and it is up to every student who has the faintest 
spark of college spirit alive in him to turn up and hear how the 
funds have been disposed of, and how the various forms of activity 
have fared. The man who can be content to stay away from this 
meeting without a very good excuse is not likely to be of much ser- 
vice to his fellows, either at the University or in his after life. Fur- 
ther, every man who attends should be glad to sit out the meeting 
to the end, and not slink out after the first half-hour, as has so often 
been the case with the students in other years. 

Last year, it will be remembered, about three hundred men 
were present at this annual meeting, and most of the absentees 
seemed to think that the Students' Çouneil ought to have been de- 
lighted to raise an assembly of even that number. But it is time 
that every student realized that this is a matter of vital interest 
tô himself quite as much as to any member of the Council. By pay- 
ing the universal fee he is constituted a member of the Students' 
Society, but he is not to imagine that his duty ends there. He is ex 
pected to show an intelligent interest in the activities of the Society, 
and surely if any meeting is important, it is this annual one. 

In spite of the fact that only fifty men are necessary to const! 
tute a quorum, it is on record that only last spring a meeting of the 
Society had to be postponed because not even that number of under 
graduates could be secured. Do not let this fiasco be repeated this 
year. The hour set, five o'clock, has been chosen so as to conflict 
with as few lectures as is humanly possible, and it is up to the stu- 
dents themselves to make the meeting a successful one. 



EDITORIAL NOTE. 



To-day, at the Students' Society meeting, the application of the 
Theological students for admission into the membership of the So 
ciety will be discussed. It will be remembered that this question 
was brought up last year, and considered, without a definite de- 
cision being reached. Consequently it is expected that a number of 
Theological students will be on hand this afternoon to join in the 
discussion, as this is a matter which has long occupied an impor- 
tant place in their thoughts. 



Article 5. 

Status of the Representative to the 
Students' Council. 

(a) Such person who may from 
time to time, be elected by the Fac- 
ulty, of Arts to the Students' Coun- 
cil shall during the continuation of 
his term of office on the said Council, 
be ex-officlo a member of the Ex- 
ecutive of this Society, without pow- 
er to vote; he shall be held respon- 
sible to the Society. 

(b) This article shall not be of ef- 
fect until such time as the Arts Re- 
presentative to the Students' Council 
shall be made responsible to the So- 
ciety. 

It is clearly seen from the above 
that section (a) is not valid" as long 
as section (b) is not realised. At press, 
sent the Arts representative is not re- 
sponsible to the Arts Undergraduate 
Society In the Parliamentary sense of 
the word, hence the said ^representa- 
tive is not an ex-officio member of 
the Executive. The two positions are 
independent of* each other, and the 
Constitution does not state that the 
same person cannot hold both posi- 
tions. t 

I mention the above for the sake 
of putting things in their true and 
real place. 

The chief scope of my letter. Mr. 
Editor, is to ask those of my fellow 
students who had the good will of 
nominating, me to withdraw their sig- 
natures from the nomination sheet, 
because under no conditions what- 
ever will I accept the honor, if elect- 
ed. Apart from being unable to de- 
vote the amount of time which such 
a position requires, I wish to draw 
the attention of all students to the 
practice which has lately been in op- 
eration, that of electing the same man 
for different positions. It Is a lament- 
able thing in a University to let the 
same person undertake the direction 
of several activities when others are 
equally capable of doing so, and hav 
ing more time at their disposal, will 
doubtles sin the end bring better re 
suits. The University is a training 1 
camp for leaders, as well, and every 
fourth year man should be capable 
to lead, and in the great majority of 
cases, is capable .if only given the 
chance to do so.

LONDON, England. — An appeal 
has Just been 'made by the warden of 
Keble, College Oxford,' for support for 
that Institution. Unlike the older col- 
leges it has no ancient endowments to 
fall back upon, and has therefore suf 
fered in especial degree from being al- 
most denuded of students. This col 
lege was opened In 1870 with the près 
ent Bishop of Winchester as Its first 
warden. For more than 20 years pre 
vlously there had been great dissat 
isfactlon expressed with the expense 
of a University education which prac- 
tically restricted its privileges to the 
rich. One of the results was the re- 
establishment of the non-college ryb- 
tern which permitted undergraduates 
to live in lodgings 'and enjoy the privi- 
leges of the University (as in medieval 
times) without the expense of college 
life. This plan had been discarded by 
the Laudian statutes. Another re 
suit was the building of a new college 
where the arrangements of the build 
ings, of the rooms, and of the meals, 
should bo such as to make residence 
more economical. The memory of Mr. 
Keble was then quite fresh. As au- 
thor of "The Christian Year," as a 
former professor of poetry in the Uni- 
versity, and as the great friend and 
Inspirer of the tractartan leaders, his 
name was peculiarly appropriate In 
designation of a college which was 
intended ' for members of the" Church

As soon as the names which 
are handed in to-day are clas- 
sified, notices Will appear de- 
tailing the time and place 
where the special Board will 
sit, and allotting the men to 
the different periods. 

It is very important that all 
names be handed in to-day, in 
order that the arrangement» 
may he completed. 

Every man between the ages 
of twenty and thirty-four in- 
clusive must be examined. No 
claim for exemption will be 
dealt with until this require- 
ment has been satisfied.

The Principal then presented the 
connection of the Mythology of Homer 
with the theology of the Greeks, and 
spoke about the gods and their rela- 
tion to the Greek's daily life; what 
the different deities meant and what 
they personified. The idea of the di- 
vine government of the world was- a 
living belief in the Homeric age. Re- 
ferring to the Social and Political as- 
pects of the life of the Homeric Age. 
the Principal said that it was well 
defined. A vivid description was then 
given by Sir William" of the political 
and social system of the Homeric 
Age, of the family relations and of 
the care of' the dependents, the hos- 
pitality of the people, and their lit- 
tle ways, as pictured by Homer In 
wonderful imagery and language. 

Before such scenes as these," the 
principal said in" concluding, "we for- 
get the three thousand yeors which 
separate us from the life of the Hom- 
eric Age, and feel that through all 
time our common nature will remain 
the same."

There are three of us on for the 
24 hours. In the daytime we run the 
switch for two hours and lines (trou- 
ble finder), for four, and at night 
switoh for four and lines for eight, 
but unless the lines are broken ' (or 
to use Tommyese, "go dished or na 
pouh (non plus), you are practically 
off duty. We draw our rations and 
cook our meals (Le. heat the beans 
and pour. Reindeer coffee into hot 
water). In the combined B.C.' s post 
(battery commandera' post), and ex- 
change we have three bunks, and ■ as 
the dug-out is 26 feet deep, we are 
both secure and comfortable. 
. Last night and this morning we 
had tt- 3 breaks, two of which meant 
a walk of about four kilos. 

Yesterday I got three letters from 
home. Dad's May 8th, Mother's May 
8th and 19th. These are the next ones 
after April 18th. 

We are In the same ball league as 
Cape's, but we have not played them 
yet. They are the 3rd C.G.A/ We 
have beaten the 6th, 2nd and 8th. The 
latter In Blighty. I did get the P.O 
for twelve pesos, but aa I have not 
been near a civic post-office, I have 
not cashed it. Do you mean to say 
that you have not had any mall from 
me from April 1— May «? I see I'm 
not the only one trie U-canoes pick 
on. It sure will be Jake to get the 
Valois joint fixed up. I'll try and 
arrange to be there for the house- 
warming. 

So you heard about the 9th April. 
What? Believe me. It was some par- 
ty. The old Boche hadn't a look-In. 
In fact, he didn't turn round to try 
and see anything. "We have been In 
three other good shows, only not so 
spectacular as that one. They were 
on April 28th. May 3rd. and one Just 
a couple of days ago. In three out of 
the four I have been oh— piping (O.P.. 
observation post) box seat, so to 
speak- They usually come off at some 
ungodly hour, betwen midnight and 
dawn. 

Don't worry about the boxes I did 
not gel. I know you send them all 
right, but they either go down to the 
sea in ships or some piker in the P.O.

Dear , That much inquired af- 
ter bottle of grape f juice has at last 
turned up.

As I kave received none of your 
letters since my last one, there is very 
little to write about. Things are 
pretty much the same here except 
that this week we have had a few 
pushes. We had quite a little show 
to-night, which sems to liave been 
more or less successful. 

I am on left section to-night, and 
it .m happens that the door of the 
duff-cut lb the lowest part of the 
trench, through some oversight on the 
part of the architect. Well, for a while 
It was raining very hard, and you 
should have seen" the water doing the 
Niagara stunt down the st»n 8 . if we 
had not duckboards, I'm afraid there 
would have been another reported 
mlsHing at Lloyd's. 

I expect to go out on rest some 
time next week. The boys all bring 
back glowing reports about it, so you 
may be sure I am looking forward to 
it. They gay it is possible to go from 
there to Paris for a few days, so I 
guess I'll go. 

ED. ' 

Dear , All my boxes have evi- 
dently gone astray, as I have not re- 
ceived any since that date. I would 
not advise sending two per week, as 
that would surely mean losing two 
Instead of one. 

I got a letter from Paul Lvi and he 
is cither In Canada now, or on his 
way there. Before going, he offer- 
ed to do anything, from dish- washing 
up, if they would let him stay, but 
nothing doing. He didn't know what 
was the matter with him. He felt 
mighty bad about It, anyway. 

This week twenty-five of the boys 
went; our group's next camp behind 
the lines, for ten days. Twenty-five 
will go every ten days until we have 
all gone. 

The place Is in the country, with 
lots of grass and trees, etc. Yester- 
day two corporals and a bombardier 
were sent back to Blighty to bring 
over a draft of fifty men. The cor- 
porals were made sergeants, and the 
bombardiers, corporals. 

We have had a few air-raids late- 
ly, but they weren't close enough to 
do more than make us lose some 
sleep. 

Last week the Captain took Stew. 
Kay (signalling corporal), and me 
down to a town about thirty kilos in- 
land, and we had a Jake time. The 
country around there is absolutely 
beautiful, and apart from the sol- 
diers there, there is no hint of war. 
There are some fine old chateaux, 
with long drives leading up to them 
through thick woods. Some old gen- 
eral usually cops one for his H. Q. 
The difference between the country 
up the line and. the country back ot 
the Une certainly struck us after that 
trip. 

This Is written at 4.30 a.m., so if 
It's a bit disconnected, forebear. 

We go around here as we used to 
up at camp. Those who have sleeve- 
lesses wear them, or canvas shirts 
and trousers (usually cut oft at the 
knee). When It is hot the gun crews 
work stripped to the waist. 

. We are all known as "Nigger," 
partly on account of lack of rain, but 
let me- explain. There are somo divi- 
sional baths about 6 kilos away. The 
ambitious sometimes walk there. (I 
was there three days ago). But what 
of the rest? Well, as the shell holes 
are slowly, but none the less surely 
drying up, they have to wait for rain. 
So when a shower comes along, the 
fellows use It ' as a shower bath, and 
it works pretty well, if it's raining 
hard enough. * 

Please write and tell me full par- 
ticulars about the account you have 
opened for me in London (?) at the 
Bank of Montreal, and what I. shall 
have to do to draw it when leave 
comes around. 

I read a good piece illustrating Tom- 
my's view of the war. Here it Is: 

Worry; why I never worry. Tou 
see, It is this way. If you go Into this 
war you are cither at the front on 
behind the lines. If you are Behind 
the lines, you needn't worry. If you 
are at the front, there Is Just one of 
two things; you are either in the dan- 
ger zone or out of it.. If you are put 
of It you needn't worry. If you are 
In the danger zone, there Is Just two 
alternatives: you are either in or out 
of the firing line. If you are out of 
It you needn't worry. If you are In 
the firing line you either* get wound- 
ed or you do not. If you do not get 
wounded you needn't worry. If you 
are wounded there is Just one of two 
things. You are either slightly or 
seriously wounded. If .you are slight- 
ly wounded, you needn't worry. If 
you are seriously wounded, there is 
just or.e of two things; you either 
get well or die. If you get well you 
needn't worry; if you die you can't 
worry. So why worry at all? 

How Is the draft getting along? I 
don't know whether I told you or not, 
but Pearl's brother Gordon Is in it. 

Here's one for you Dad. I would 
like very much if you would see CoL 
Cooper and see If, through Gen. Sir J. 
Carson, he can get me a commlsh. 
In R. G. A. If you can, I will be 
about 26 by the time It goes through, 
so Oie sooner the quicker.

How best to Serve 

Every Canadian can help in the 
successful application of 
the Military Service Act 

THE Military Service Act is the law of the land. It will be enforced sincerely 
and with firmness, but fairly. Reinforcements to be raised are limited to 100,000 
men, who are being selected by the country, not by the military authority. 
Military control does not start until these men are chosen. 

The Men Galled Can Help 

The first call Is for men between the ages of 20 and 34 inclusive, who were unmarried or widowers 
without children on July 6, 1917. ' All these men should go immediately before a Medical Board in this 
dUtript for examination as to physical fitness. If they are not placed in the Medical Category A., 
their present obligation ceases. If found physically fit and placed in Category A., they should, imme- 
diately after the issue of the proclamation calling out the first class, visit the nearest post office and 
report for service on a printed form supplied. If reasonable ground for claiming exemption exists, 
an exemption form may be obtained from the Postmaster, and filled out. The Postmaster will forward 
this form to the Registrar appointed for the district, and the man seeking exemption will then be 
advised by mail when and where he should appear before an Exemption Board to have his case 
taken up. 

The Employer's Part 

Employers wilt find It to their advantage to see that all the men in their employ who art In tha 
first class under the Military Service Act appear as soon as possible before a Medical Board for exam* 
{nation. Should an employer desire exemption for any one of his men who is found physically fit, 
he may seek it on the following grounds: 

(1) that the national interest demands that a man be left at his work rather than 
placed in military service. 

(2) that, instead of doing military service, a roan should be used In work for which ha 
has special qualifications. 

(3) that it is expedient in the national interest that instead of being employed la 
Military Service, he should continue to be educated or trained for any work for which he is 
then being educated or trained.- 

Duty of Parent or Near Relative 

Parents or near relatives of men in the class called may apply for their exemption on the above 
grounds or because of some special domestic reasons. In this, as in other cases, delay is a grave mistake.

Commissions In all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario. It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree.
